Arriving in that 
country, be was immediately made a captain m 
the army, and since then he has acquitted himBelf 
with his high-toned manliness. The writer of 
this knew Capt. J. long and intimately, ffe 
was a nobleman by nature, a scholar by educa- 
tion, and a soldier by instinct. Brave hearted 
and honorable — full of genius and admirably 
disciplined in mind with the most genuinely phi- 
lanthropic impulses, he was fitted to become dis- 
tinguished in almost any sphere of action. But 
death has stricken him down in his prime, and 
be lies in a distant land, to secure and establish 
the liberties of which he had offered up his young 
aud ambitious spirit. 

Capt. Jarvis was born in Shelby ville, and was 
about 25 years of age. He was educated at 
Georgetwn College, aud iu 1852 graduated at 
the Law School in this city.

Avery left Maysviile on Thursday, the river had 
oommeuced falling at that point. 

Kentucky river was swelling Blowly yesterday 
at the mouth.
